Why E Wrote Dinni,” 


When Mrs, Ehnina D, Slenker, widely 
and favorably known os “Aunt Bimina,” 
was lately arrested in Virginin, on the 
charge of violating the Comstock Jaw, 
it was her work for “Diana” which was 
the avowed basis of the charge; aud the 
public cannot properly understand tho 
truo inwardness of her defense, and the 
nature aud importauce of her work, 
without knowlug the origin of the book, 
and what led to its publication, 

"Diana was published anonymously, 
in order that it might stend of fall upon 
itsown merits. As its author, I feel 
that the timo has now come, when, sle 
though at the exponse of a disclosure of 
privato affairs which 1 did not wish to 
make, and at the expense of more sell- 
moguification tuan good taste might 
sanction, the personal liberty of nu in- 
novent woman, the freedom of speech, 
theinviolnbility of the mails, the nd- 
vancoment of the human race in the 
most important branch of self-kpnowl- 
edge, all demand n revelation. 

First, us to the circumstances of my 
personal history, which Jud me and my 
friends to suppose that I could neefully 
devote a portion of my time to tho in- 
vestigation of this neglected subject. 

T bavo been, all my hfe, a scientific in- 
vestigator, chiefly in untroddon fielde, 
and working aloue.

REFORM FORCES, 


There are millions who perceive 
the inequality, servitude and injust- 
ice which prevail in all parts of the 
so-called civilized world, and these 
men and women are anxious to do 
something to establish equality, lib- 
erty und justice. They would glad- 
ly come out from the black might 
of the social Egypt into the sweet 
day of a disenthralled Humanity 
and bring all their fellow-sufferers 
with them. In their minds, all bar- 
riers ure “burned away,” their pat- 
riotism is not limited by considera- 
tions of color, of race, of sex, of re- 
ligion, or of country. ‘They believe 
in the Brotherhood of Man even 
thongh they may know. nothing of 
the asserted fatherhool of God.” 
The “Solidarity of the race” is with 
them at once a conviction and an 
inspiration to labor. That the ideal 
life may be the real, they are wille 
ing to work, to suffer, if need be, to 
dia, That ideal life is to be free, 
equal in opportunities, and fratern- 
alin all its relations. Slavery will 
no more exists religion will have be 
come the binding forees of brother- 
hool instead of feing, as in the past 
and present, the worship of an al- 
mighty despot or the adoration of an 
incompreliensible impersonal power, 
coupled always with the profana- 
tin und destruction af human 
rights; wav will no longer cover the 
hill slopes and filt the valleys of 
earth with the bones of sacrificed 
millions; famine and pestilence will 
be unknown, for min will have 
learned to dead an approximately 
hygienic life, and the fruits of the 
toil of each will be his. own; hap- 
piness will be sought and found in a 
rational adaptation of means to 
ends, for theories will have given 
place to facts und the inductive 
method will be followed in all ex- 
periments looking to the further 
mmelioratiou of the conditions of 
human existence. 

This, roughly and imperfectly 
minted, ia the picture of the Fu- 
ture which every earnest reformer 
sees in his day dreams, andto which 
he strives to ndd some line of truth 
or beauty. But, alas! there ure 
those who, stung to almost madness 
by the horrible crimes agninst 
man committed by Chnreh nud. 
State and Sogiety, and in despair be- 
cause of the npathy, indifference and 
cowardico of the masses, see no way 
to reach the goal of their hopes sive 
through seas of blood, under the 
storm-Lanner of Revolution, They 
would use as a means that which 
they abhor ns om end, Having 
justilinbly lost faith in the ballor, 
they turn to another form of forco 
and dream of tinding in ita savjor 
from the evils engendered or per- 
petunted by ballot-hox-ism. ‘They 
aim only—most of — them—at a 
change of States, not at the elimin- 
ation of the State itself, Very 
nearly all of those who directly or 
indirectly, advoente war ns a means 
of reformation, and who hate the 
present State so bitterly that they 
wre willing to risk allin the attempt 
to overthrow it by violence, wonld 
svt up upon its mins a new State 
whieh would be the old State tene 
foldangmented and intensified in 
its pawer far evil, Initthe indi- 
vidual would bon cipher, the State 
ever thing, There are a few things

AND FUNERALS. 

[As most of our readers ure aware a 
series of articles on “Death and Funer- 
als," written by Joseph Henry of Salina, 
Kav, wore published sometime since in 
the columns of Lucirrr. These arti- 
cles have been put in pamphlet form 
and are now offered for sale by us, and 
by the author, at 25e per copy. The 
series makes a pamphlet of 32 doublo- 
columu, compactly printed pages. The

ters. Modern science has much toann- 
awor for, Asia slayer of giants, good 
and bad, it benta Grent-heart, the horo 
of Bunyan's story-bouk, Santa Claus 
and the faleios nro gono; spooks and gob- 
lins are gone; anthropomorphie gods and 
heast-like devila are gono -gone tle way 
of tho flat-and-stationary earth, the 
solid-dame heaven, the fire-and-Urim- 
stone hell, And, ns the old diagrams,

ing astronomy and cosmography 1000 
years ago, would bo quito useless and 
absurd in schools nt tho presont time, 
60 thofuneral and inhumation rtas of 
to-day are qinte ont of placo as illus- 
teative of our reconstructed theories in 
rogard to death, life, immortality, ote, 

While as secularists we modestly no- 
kvnowlodge our ignorance as to 
what life really is, or bow and 
where it originated, if it originated at 
all, we now no longer believe that denth 
is a monster of huge dimensions and of 
horrid mien, botween whom and Hfoa 
war of extermination is constantly 
being woged, We no longer look upon 
donth us an entily, at wl. Wo regard at 
ns only ruother name for Diserganiza- 
tion -a nuceesary step in tho ceasoless 
march of 'franstormatiou--an inevitable 
sequenvee jn the ondlesas ronud called 
Change, 

We now naderstand that whether life 


or death be good and desirablo or the 
reverse dependa altogether upon cireums 
stinces or conditions, Lifa may boa 
curse nnd not a blessing to its possessor, 
and likowise the chango called death 


may be « blessing ora misfortuno nc- 
cording to attendaut circumstaness aud 
conditions, Life, in all so-called living 
forme, begins, so far na wo know, ina 
singlo life-cell, When tlus cell adds to 


But life and death, organization and 
disorganization, are constantly going on 
in thesamo orgapism. Old cella are 
constantly dying and new cellsas con- 
stantly springipgintolifej;and, what seems 
strange enough—-the life-cell that ulti- 
mately grows to be an oak-trea is 
nowise distingnisbable from tha cell 
that developes into a squash-vine, a toad- 
Btool, a toad, n serpont, a whale, au ele- 
pbaut ora man. And whot seomsetrang- 
er still, the human oniwal in its fetal 
development, passes through the various 
forms of mollusk, reptile, bird, quad- 
ruped, anthropoid upe, until finally the 
human formia reached; so that man 
seems to be not only the descendant and 
keir butalso the epitome of all the so- 
called lower orders of living orgavisms. 

In brief: we learn from the study of 
physiology anc of comparative anatomy 
as well as from geology and archeology, 
that man has not “fallen” from a primi- 
tive perfect and sinlesa state, in which 
there was po death vor suffering, but 
that ho hae developod upward through 
all the so-called Jower orders of animal 
organism to his present place jn nature; 
and that in this upward growth death— 
disorganization--has been an inevitable 
incidontif not u necessary factor, The 
lower and less complex organisms must 
de—1ust disorganize---in order to give 
place to the lugher and more complex. 
At what point inthis scale of progres- 
sion consciousness begav, and whether 
indivilual consciousness ever in any 
case survives the disergamzation ur 
deathof tho 1adividual organism, are 
disputed questions upon which we can» 
not now enter; our object being simply 
to show that donth--disorganization-- 
no less than organization, 18 a natural 
process, nud that wnder proper condi. 
tions ıt is no more to be drended or 
shunned thau is life, or organization. 

Another thought: 

Since all living organisma ore natural 
growths, aud since it seems the economy 
of vature to utilizo all old forms in 
making newer and better; and since it 
is only a question of time as to how soon 
the chemical forces of naturo will defeat 
every human device aimed to prevent 
the complete disorganization of all or- 


ganisms, aud thus compel the re- 
distribution of the elements that 
go to mako up these organisms; 


daca it not seem a foolish waste of time 
aud money when wo try to keep the 
bodies of the so-called dead from immoe- 
diate and perfect disintegration or de- 
composition? ‘The body of Roger 
Wiliams, for instance, was carefully 
inclosed in a collin, thon lowored intoa 
gravo and covered with fouror five feet 
of earth, there to remain till the “reeur- 
tection morn}? But all thia care did 
not prevent the roots of the npple-tree 
from finding ont and utilizing tho mor- 
tal remains of the good Roger, bones 
andall! Having thus passed into otber 
organisms, animal as well as vogotable, 
who ean tell how widely these morta! 
olements are now ecatterod, and bow 
mavy forms thoy have helped to build 
up since they were deposited in tho 
Rraveyard at Providence, R. I, only two 
hLundred years ago? And, suppose, in- 
stead of the wooden coilly au airtight 
metallia casket or costly stono sarcapha- 
gus had been necd; would not the result 
bo the same in process of the nges, the 
eycles and the cons? Can Nature be 
cheated of her own? 

In view of theso and other facts and 
principles pointing jp the samo directior, 
doca it not seem that a more rational, 
more scientific and at the samo time less 
oxpensive method of restorivg the worn: 
out mortal remains of one friends to 
the bosom of Mother Nature, is one of 
the demands of tho tunes? 

One chief object of seculur education 
1s or should by the enfranchisoment of 
the human mind from bondage to the 
“fear of death” -that “fearwhich hath 
torment.” Thore 19 no custom or clase 
of cestoms of tho prosent day that do 
more to perpetuate and strengthen this

Ho admits that Inn rightin ono ihingi 
that ja, that the toachings he has been ouloge 
izing aw parts aud parcelaof Christianity are 
not Christianity nlone—that many of thom 
are, alike, the doctrines of pagana and of 
Christlana, and that the pagans did pot get 
then from the Christiana, Ho also concedes 
that many of them nre much older than 
Christianity and that therefore Christianity 
could not havo originated them But, bo 
BAYR, the factof thelr adopting thom makes 
fhomapart of the system, That may bo

It is related of Dr, Johnson (the Dr. Jolin- 
son) that when asked by ove of his etadents:

causa you ask tt!" JMlerein lies the whole 
aceret of the matter. The man who conid 
Reo in thuat picture (that was presumably n
